ures of sin for a season; esteeming the re- 
proach of Christ greater riches than the 
treasures in Egypt: for he had respect 
unto the recompense of the reward.

break through nor steal: for where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be also. 


We walk by faith, not by sight—We 
faint not; but though our outward man 
perish, yet the inward man is renewed day 
by day. For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a far 
more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory: while we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal—An inheritance 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and that fad- 
eth not away, reserved in heaven for you.

God, willing more abundantly to show 
unto the heirs of promise the immutability 
of his counsel, confirmed it by an oath; 
that by two immutable things, in which it 
was impossible for God to lie, we might 
have a strong consolation, who have fled 
for refuge to lay hold upon the hope set 
before us. 

The faithful God, which keepeth cove- 
nant and mercy with them that love him 
and keep his commandments to a thousand 
generations.—All the paths of the Lorp 
are mercy and truth unto such as keep his 
covenant and his testimonies—Happv is 
he that hath the God of Jacob for his help, 
whose hope is in the Lorp his God. . . 
which keepeth truth for ever.

I WILL give them one heart, and 
one way, that they may fear me for 
ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them. 


A NEw heart . . . will I give you, and 
a new spirit will I put within you.—Good 
and upright is the Lorp: therefore will he 
teach sinners in the way. The meek will 
he guide in judgment: and the meek will 
he teach his way. All the paths of the 
Lorp are mercy and truth unto such as 
keep his covenant and his testimonies. 

That they all may be one; as thou, Fa- 
ther, art in me, and I in thee, that they 
also may be one in us: that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. 


I... beseech you that ye walk worthy 
of the vocation wherewith ye are called, 
with all lowliness and meekness . . . en- 
deavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace. There is one body, 
and one Spirit, even as ye are called in one 
hope of your calling: one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, one God and Father of all, 
who is above all, and through all, and in 
you all.

But let us, 
who are of the dav, be sober.—Denying 
ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly in this 
present world.

THE Lorp hath laid on him the iniquity 
of us all—Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were healed.—

shall many be made righteous. 


After that the kindness and love of God 
our Saviour toward man appeared, not by 
works of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to his mercy he saved 
us, by the washing of regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost; which he shed 
on us abundantly through Jesus Christ our 
Saviour; that being justified by his grace, 
we should be made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life-——There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit.

If we say that 
we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness. 

As far as the east is from the west, so 
far hath he removed our transgressions 
from us.—Sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace. Being then made free 
from sin, ye became the servants of right- 
eousness.
